sent around the entire clobe.

a wonderful feat. 
It Is an event In 


the electrical history of the 
world 


and one of which the Postal Tele- 
graph 
company nnd Its associate, 


the Commercial Paclllc Cable com- 
pany, may well feel proud. 
Never 


since the first message was 
sent 


across the Atlantic after the tedious 
•work of years on the old Field sys- 
tem has such a feat been attempted 
and carried out as the laying of tho 
glpantlc cable across eight thousand 
mlleso f water and waste from San 
Francisco to the far off Philippines. 


Wonderful Work 
To really understand the gigantic 


•work done one should take the fig- 
ures of distances compassed and the 
depths of the sea overcome. 
The 


route has four great stretches of 2.- 
276: 1.254: 2.503. and 1.490 miles. 


On the first, between San Francis- 


co and Hawaii, the mean depth Is 
2.500 fathoms, with a maximum of 
3,073: on the second, between Hawaii 
and Midway Island, the mean depth 
Is 2.000. the maximum 3.02G; on the 
third, from Midway Island to Guam, 
the mean depth Is 2.GOO. with a max I 
mum of 4.900. and with sudden and 
great 
fluctuations; 
on the fourth, 


from Guam to Luzon, the 
average 


depth Is 2,200, the maximum 3,400 
.fathoms. 


The Significance 
To bring home the significance of 
these Immense depths In cable lay- 
Ing, It may he explained that 
the 


amount of cable In suspension neces< 
sarlly varies according to the depth 
and rate of paving out. 
In 2,900 


fathoms, with the ship steaming at 
8 knots per hour, no less than 
25 


miles of cable are In suspension In 
the water. 
Two and a half hours 


are occupied In such case by any par 
tlcular point In the cable from the 
time of leavlne the ship to touching 
the bottom. 
Then, at any time'dur- 


ing the paying out. which may last, 
•with a long section, some ten or four- 
teen days, n storm may arise or some 
mishap may occur on board, resulting 
In the !o«s of tho cable In a depth of 
3 miles below the surface. 
In such 


a case the date of Its recovery cannnt 
possibly he predicted: the Interrup- 
tion may last for three or four days 
or It may be for as many weeks or 
months. 


The Start 
The start of this great undertak- 


ing was begun December 15 last with 
appropriate ceroiionv off the Cali- 
fornia const. 
The vessel arrived at 
the first station. Honolulu. December 
25. 
During which time two him- 


'dred miles of cable were laid each 
day. 
The other distances had been 


compassed by other vessels and this 
afternoon the final connection was 
wade that completely encircles the 
globe.

Opposite the 
center and Just outside the town limits 
was Fort Curtis, a heavy earthwork 
mounting siege guns. 
About half a 


mile Inland on the crests of a semicir- 
cular range of bills lay the outer lino 
of works, comprising four redoubts. 
mounting field pieces and connected by 
Infantry parapets. On/Ulghter hill, the 
north ifnd northwest quarter, stood 
Ilatterles A nnd IJ. Graveyard hill. 
west of the town ami In line with Fort 
Curtis, .was crowned with Hattery C, 
And on the southwest I'attery D looked 
down from Hlndman hill. 


There wen.- but 4.000 Federals nt 


Helena, and as there were six roads 


, from the Interior to the town the de- 
fenders must keep a sharp lookout on 
them nil. The garrison had no trained 
artillerists, and the guns were In the 
hands of Missouri Infantry. The troops 
•were split Into small detachments, and 
no regiment Intact could be called to n 
Riven point In an emergency. The Con- 
•federate leader. General Holmes, gave 
•to Marmaduke's cavalry the task of

Federal cannoneers, and by 7 o'clock 
the Confederate battle Hag floated 
above the Graveyard 
hill 
redoubt. 


Price had placed some expert gunners 
In tin; front rank of his storming col- 
umn, nnd they rushed to the captured 
cannon to turn their tire upon Fort 
Curtis. Hut the Federals had plugged 
the bores with shot and carried off 
the primers, leaving the 'pieces dis- 
abled for use. 


All this time Fort Curtis and the 


gunboat Tyler wore not Idle. They 
tossed shells Incessantly Into the cap- 
tured redoubt. Price sent forward a 
column to attack the roar of the Hind- 
man hill battery, which held up Fa- 
PIIII. and another to storm Fort Curtis. 
The*; troops by mistake or In excess 
of zeal passed on Into the heart of the 
town. 
Fagan, no longer exposed to 


the lire from Graveyard hill, renewed 
tho assault upon Hattory D. The day 
was frightfully hot. and the men could 
Iiot IInil water to quench their burning 
thirst. 
The Arkancans rushed 
for- 


ward gallantly, but tho lino was de- 
stroyed, the survivors of the Hholls bo- 
Ing captured at the works. Fagau'a 
sharpshooters tired Indiscriminately at 
the captors and captives, preferring to 
shoot comrades rather than see them 
made prisoners of war.

When Shelby's troops got down from 


their saddles to join in the attack on 
Ulghter'8 hill they set to work to cut a 
road through the entanglements for 
Collins' guns. The batter}' was far to 
the front when the Federals sprung 
their countercharge. Everything went 
to pieces. Shelby was wounded and 
started back. The horses of thu guns 
wore shut down and many of the can- 
noneers killed or captured. Word of 
the danger reached Shelby and the re- 
treating troopers. A hundred men vol- 
unteered to return to the front and 
save thu guns. 
"Fifty—only flfty!" 


said Shelby. "Hrlng back the guns or 
remain yourselves!" 


Working under a fierce flre, the 


troopers cut the dead horses loose nnd 
hauled away the guns by hand. Out of 
the flfty only fifteen came through un- 
hurt, and twenty "remained" where 
they fell. 


Although the Federals wero outnum- 


bered »t the points attacked, they did 
not lose nerve or despair of the situa- 
tion. When Price's columns marched 
past the batteries Into the town tho 
garrison recaptured Graveyard hill. 
That stroke, with the ropulso of Mar- 
maduke, ended the battle. Hy noon the 
Confederates were In retreat, and at 
that hour tho besiegers of Vlcksburg 
wero rejoicing in a Fourth of July tri- 
umph. Helena would have been a use- 
less prize to the Confederates anyway, 
and they lost 2.000 men In their vain 
attempt

to the effect that Senator Rcdfleld 
Proctor

profited 


through contracts for tombstones for 
the army, although a member of con- 
gress at the time. It Is said the In- 
vestigation was ordered by Secretary 
Root. 


Proctor Is Interested. 


The records of contracts* for head- 


stones show that the Vermont mar- 
ble works of Potter. Vt.. has succeed- 
ed In securing tin- contract for a num- 
ber of years. The understanding of 
the officers of the quartermaster gen- 
eral's department 
is 
that Senator 


Proctor is largely interested in this 
company, and In a number 
of 
In- 


stances Senator Proctor"s 
son 
has 


called at the war department In con- 
nection with the bids of hi.4 lather's 
company for supplying thousands of 
headstones to tho army. A contract 
for several thousand headstones was 
awarded last year to the Vermont 
marble works and another company, 
both of their bids being about the 
stfme. 


Loses Contract. 


This year Senator Proctor's com- 


pany failed to secure the contract be- 
cause Col. Patten believed the bids 
were all too high, and had them re- 
jected. New proposals were Invited, 
with the result that the Lee marble 
works of Lee, Mass.. secured an order 
for 10,000 headstones at J2.SO each. 
In this case the bid of the Vermont 


• marble works was $3.48 each. 


The investigators ran 
against a 


snag In their inquiry of Senator Proc- 
tor's company, and are of the opinion 
that no legal steps can be taken to 
prevent his continuing to derive a 
benefit from the sale of headstones 
to the arm}-. 


Incorporation Exempts. 


One section of the revised statutes, 


It is said, expressly exempts the mem- 
bers of congress balding shares In In- 
corporated companies from the opera- 
tion of the law prohibiting congress- 
men from having an interest in gov- 
ernment contracts, and it Is believed 
that the Vermont Marble Works com- 
pany Is an Incorporated concern. 


Secretary Hoot has determined upon 


a thorough investigation of war de- 
partment contract methods followed 
in the purchase of supplies for the 
army. 


Calls on Judge Advocate. 


Immediate inquiry will be made into 


the glove and gauntlet contracts, made 
by the quartermaster's department, 
and at the same time an Investigation 
will be made of other contracts for 
the purpose of finding out If any mem- 
bers of congress are Interested. The 
case of Lyon and Llttauer was taken 
up. and there wen? frequent consul- 
tations between Secretary Root and 
Quartermaster General Humphrey re- 
garding the line of Investigation to be 
pursued.

AXTI-TftUST LAW 


STATE OF TEXAS oTARTS SUIT 


Action Is Begun Against Officers of 


Organized Labor Bodies in Order to 
Tett Validity of Statute—Injunction 
U Made Unncccicary. 


San Antonio. Tex., 'July 
3.—The 


ltate of Texas has brought stilt at:alr.s>t 
labor unions, charging t'.n-m with vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws l:i Insti- 
tuting a boycott against a building put 
ap by a llrm which employed non- 
union labor. 


The section of the anti-trust law un- 


der which the suit is brought Is as 
follows: 


"Where any two or more persons, 


firm*, corporations, or associations of 
persons shall agree 
to 
boycott, or 


threaten to refuse to buy from, or 
sell to, any person, firm, corporation 
or association of pu'sons for buying 
from or selling to other persons, llrm, 
corporation, or association 
of 
per- 


sons.," 


The punishment for violation of this 


law Is a penalty of $r.O per day for 
the duration of the offense, or impris- 
onment for one year In the peniten- 
tiary. 


Suspend Boycott. 


This Is believed to bo the first time 


in tho history of the country that a 
ttatc government has brought such a 
suit against a labor union. It Is In- 
tended that the suit shall bo taken to 
the supremo court with as little delay 
a* possible, BO that this application 
of tho anti-trust law may be decided 
upon. Ponding the court proceedings 
the defendant unions have ordered tho 
boycott suspended In order that an 
injunction may bo avoided. 


Tho state Is represented by Attor- 


ney General C. K. Bell nnd District At- 
torney Carlos Bee, and the suit is 
brought In Uio District court against 
Paul Stelller, acting president of the 
Ban Antonio trades council; Walton 
Peteet, acting secretary of the same 
body; Frank Vanrlper, vice president 
of Electrical Workers* Union Xo. CO; 
the International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers; L. Stanley, secretary 
of the union; J. P. Broderlck and John 
Thompson, together with other per- 
sons, members thereof, for $G,000 pen- 
alties. 


Cause of Trouble. 


The boycott was brought against tho 


new HerfT building, at the cornier of 
Commerce and Alamo streets, and wns 
the result of Ferdinand Ilerff Sr., tho 
owner of tho nulldlng. giving the elcc- 
trlra! \vor': to A..?!. SKiafer. who has 
been on the "unfair" list of tho union. 


On account of the severity of the 


punishment the attorney general and 
district attorney decided that it would 
be better not to proceed by Indict- 
ment, owing to tho dllllculty of obtain- 
ing: a conviction, especially as the Im- 
portant result, the test of tho validity 
of the law, would be effected by civil 
proceedings. 
The remedy has usual- 


ly boen by injunction, at the instance 
of the aggrieved Individual. 


The petition also prays for an In- 


junction restraining tho 
defendants 


from further interference 
with 
tho 


rldhts of Ferdinand Herff St., owner 
of tho boycotted building, and from 
further conspiracies against tho citi- 
zens of the state of Texas, but this 
IB not necessary, owing to tho action 
of the defendant unions. 


Unable to Rent'Buildlng. 
: It Is charged that a circular letter 
xas Issued by Paul Stcfllcr. acting as 
president of the San Antonio trades 
Council, and by Frank Van IMpcr as 
president and L. Stanley as secretary 
of tho local union. No. CO, \\.ilcb was a 
warning to parties then In negotia- 
tion for leases In the Herff building 
not to haw anything to do with the 
building, under penalty of being boy- 
cotted themselves. Tho petition states 
that In consequence the owner Is un- 
able to rent tho building or any por- 
tion of It. and since the Fending out 
of the circular letter 1ms had no appll- 
cation* to rent.

a squall. The yacht was owned by 
Jacob Xlegler. 
On board with him 


wero Edward Ewing of New York and 
Mrs. Ii bmlth and her two daughters, 
Edna and Emma, also of New York. 
The catboat was cruising about Sandy 
Hook bay near the anchorage of -the 
Llpton (Icet, and no attempt was made 
to lower the sail when 
thu 
squall 


broke. 
The mast was broken oft* at 


tho deck, ainl the wreckage hung over 
the bow of Kankw, threatening 
to 


capsize It. Mrs. Smith and her daugh- 
ters became hysterical and the men 
aboard with difficulty saved them from 
falling overboard. 


Aboard Erin Sir Thomas 
Llpton 


saw the mishap. 
Almost beforo tho 


mast had fr.Irly toppled Into the sea, 
Sir Thomas ordered Erin's two launch- 
es sent t« tho rescue.
